Chairman Niedringhaus of the Repub- 
lican State Committee said Friday: :

TFRMINAL A RIVAL 


New Baden Railroad Will Be 
Similar to the Busch 
Line, 


A possible future rival of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association has incor- 
porated, with a capitalization of $110,000.

Health Statistics Show Star- 
tling Division of Paupers 
and Insane. 


gThe annual report of the Poorhouse, 
just issued, shows interesting data as 
to the’ proportionate division of insan- 
ity and pauperism among men and 
women. The report shows that the 
number of insane women at the Poor- 
house during the year past was far 
greater than the number of men, ut 
on the other hand, that the men have 
a long lead in the pauper class. 

The report shows ‘that of the appro- 
priation of $153,839.52 there is a balance 
Of $10,284.93. The per capita cost of 
maintenance of Poorhouse inmates was 
27 2-3 cents a day, or $99.76 a year. 

The Poorhouse cared for 10382 paupers 
during the year of 1906, of which num- 
ber 733 were men and 299 women; it 
also cared for 1017 insane, of whom 417 
were men and 600 women. There were 
207 deaths in the two departments con» 
bined, 1% men and 8 women.

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Finds Roosevelt Not Only Lacks 
Justice, but Is Outside 
the Law. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y.,,May 18.—Chancel- 
lor James R. Day of Syracuse Univer- 
sity, who called Roosevelt an anarchist, 
has issued from Lake Placid, where he 
went after his second attack on the 
President, another statement in which 
he assails the press for its treatment of 
him, and reaffirms everything he has 
said. In a letter to the Post-Standard, 
he says in part: 

‘"The thing which has impressed me as 
a journalistic revelation in this little 
cyclone disturbance is the character of 
editarial comment, its hysterical abuse, 
its coarse epithets, its own and its bor- 
rowed blackguardism, its vituperative 
expletives and the utter absence of, 
strong, clear discussion,. such as char- 
acterized the press before it became im- 
personal and anonymous. 

“IT do not complain. Such papers 
neither make nor unmake reputations. 
They do not deceive the people. I am 
receiving ample proof of that by every 
mail. 

‘T have had a week to consider. After 
careful refiection I am firmly convinced 
of the justice of my criticism, and I 
see no point at which it was not well 
considered. It will stand. 

‘The President should not attack the 
decision of a Federal Court judge, and 
say to the public that in his opinion it 
will not be sustained by other judges. 
Do we forget that again and again, in 
different parts of this country, that has 
been the favorite retort of anarchists 
when decisions and verdicts have gone 
against them. It is an extremely dan- 
gerous thing for a President to do in 
these times and an unwarranted inter- 
ference with a co-ordinate branch of the 
Government at any time. 

Jars Judicial Conscience. 

“The chief magistrate should not pro- 
nounce a verdict of guilty upon citizens 
upon an ex-parte statement, whatever 
the charge that is made against them. 
This would not be permitted in cases 
where the people are unprejudiced. The 
President’s impassioned and ex-parte 
characterization shock the judicial con- 
science. There is serious menace in this 
precedent of the highest executive of 
the land usurping the judicial preroga- 
tive to the extent of judging a citizen's 
cause by stigmatizing him with guilt 
upon such a hearing.

Roosevelt Planning 
to Punish Chandler. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May a 

William E. Chandler is likely to 
be out of a job soon. Since his 
communication to Senator Till- 
man upholding the latter's ver- 
sion of the affair between him- 
self and the President, the White 
House has displayed consider- 
able interest in*° Mr. Chandler's 
official position.

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THE RAILROAD INFLWENCE. 

The impropriety of Judge Evans’ protest against 
the no pass rule of the railroads is emphasized by 
the fact that one of the conventions of each of the 
parties to be held this year is a judiciary convention, 
the sole purpose of which is to nominate two candi- 
dates for the Supreme bench and the other will nom- 
inate a Railroad Commissioner. A railroad can 
have but one object in giving free transportation to 
' publie officers, politicians and party delegates, and 
that is profit through political influences. It is 80 
absurd to say that free passes given by a railroad 
do not influence those having a voice in public or 
party affairs who receive them, that the plea may be 
dismissed as utter nonsense. The railroad lobbyists 
“who have doled out passes to public officers and poli- 
ticians heretofore, and who have, through these 
free gifts, practically controlled conventions and 
legislatures, laugh at such silly statements. 

That delegates attending conventions in the past 
for the purpose of choosing Supreme Court and Ap- 
pellate judges have used free transportation upon 
the railroads has been a scandal. It is notorious 
that railroads have controlled judiciary conventions 
through free passes and similar influences. This 
comtrol has been a scandal in the State and has been 
damaging to the Supreme Court. It has been the basis 
of reflections on the judicial work of the courts. 
The scandal of the Railroad Commission smells to 
heaven. 

Granting that the no pass rule is adopted in re- 
sentment of Gov. Folk’s attack upon railroad ‘lobby- 
iste and railroad influence in the Legislature and 
in politics, there can be but one answer on the part 
of the Governor and his supporters, and that is 
the acceptance of the rule, the acceptance of the 
challenge if it contains a challenge and the energiz- 
ing of the campaign against railroad influences and 
corrupt corporate influences in State politics. The 
men who represent Democratic reform in the State 
should, with renewed vigor, persist in the effort to 
eliminate the influences of railroad and other spe- 
cial interests in the State government and in the 

y organizations. 

If it is a trick on the part of the railroads, as 

Judge Evans intimates, to get a stronger hold on 
the party organizations and to assure a more com- 
plete control of the party conventions, the railroad 
managers are playing a dangerous game. The proof 
of the trick will come out in the action of the con- 
vention. The publicity of this proof will be the 
signal for a popular campaign which will demon- 
strate whether the corporations or the people shall 
control the State government—whether judges and 
public officers shall be tools of the corporations or 
servants of the people.

It may be distasteful to the Czar, but 
sooner or later he must accept it. It is the only 
doctrine on which monarchy can survive in modern 
times.

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CARLSCHURZ’S “INCONSISTENCY.” 


One of the most frequent charges made against 
the late Carl Schurz is that he was inconsistent and 
variable. It was made sneeringly by men who re- 
garded party loyalty as the highest virtue, This is 
the record of Mr. Schurz’s “inconsistency”: 

As a youth in Germany he was a revolutionist, 
pleading and fighting for liberty. 

In America during the Civil War he fought for 
the preservation of the Union and the abolition of 
slavery. 

A Republican until his party’s corruption and in- 
tolerance drove him in the Liberal Republican- 
Democratic alliance in support of Greeley and 
Brown, 

Again a Republican until. his conscience revolted 
from the support of Blaine and the dangerous ele- 
ments surrounding him, when he turned to Cleve- 
land as the better hope of honest government. 

When the money question came up, Mr. Schurz 
was a Republican for sound money. 

When imperialism became the issue, Mr. Schurz 
opposed the Republican party. 

This record shows clearly that the line of con- 
duct which made Mr. Schurz inconsistent in party 
fealty made him consistent in principle. This is the 
kind of consistency which makes for liberty, justice 
and progress in society. It makes for honest gov- 
ernment. It cost Mr. Schurz the party leadership, 
which his brilliant mind might have won if he had 
sacrificed his principles, but it gained for him lead- 
ership in independent thought and action. The in- 
spiration of such a life’s record is worth that of any 
number of timid time-serving party leaders.

In no other country on earth are col- 
lectively used functions* allowed to be 
privately owned as in this. Not a first, 
second or even a third class power on 
the globe permits the telegraph lines to 
be owned by a private corporation, 
save these trust-ridden United States. 

Whenever we allow a great collective- 
ly used function, whether railway, mill 
or mine, to be privately owned that in- 
stant we have crowned an industrial 
king—an autocrat controlling the des- 
tinies of hundreds and thousands of 
people. His fellow men are no longer 
his equals, but are distinctly inferior. 
He finally imagines that his blood has 
acquired a Prussian blue tint, and he 
assumes the air and manner of royalty 


itself. 
No matter what form of government 


we may adopt, this means the death of 


all democracy. 

The mission of the Socialist is to 
teach the people to correct this funda- 
mental error by perfectly orderly and 


legal means. 
Socialism is charged with being &

RINGING PLAYERS 


IN TROLLEY LEAGUE 


Action of Gillespie Club in Us- 
ing Taylor of Springfield 
Irritates Other Teams. 


. The great rivalry existing between the 
clubs of the Missouri-Illinois Trolley 
League, which represent the towns of 
Granite City and Gillespie, has caused 
considerable feeling among the teams.

$35 for pitching the game. After the 
game, which he won, he was offered 
a lucrative position if he would stay in 
Gillespie. Taylor consented when he 
was told he would not only be able to 
hold his mercantile position, but that 
he would also receive $125 a month for 
pitching for the home team. 

What Granite City wants to know is 
how Mr.’ Taylor can pitch for the Gil- 
lespie team when he is still the prop- 
erty of the Springfield club of the Three- 
I League. 

Outraged at what they claim is an at- 
tempt to break up their team, the Gil- 
lespie supporters say that Granite City 
has Arthur Bader, who is the property 
of the Colorado Springs club, and that 
Billy Kane, who belongs to Butte, Mont. 
But this is not all. Gillespie people say 
they have proof that Granite City have 
actually signed Jack Slattery, the Cardi- 
nal catcher, by offering him extraordi- 
nary inducements in the way of a good 
position and large salary for playing 
ball. The Granite City people insist 
that Slattery is going to catch Sunday’s 
game and that Arthur Hoelsketter, the 
Cardinal pitcher, is going to twirl the 
game.
